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Period Covered: 


1* Area of Operations : Germany and the United States 

2. Purpose : To improve the liaison relationship existing between CIA 

and Dr. Ernst BRUECKNER, Chief of the Security-Investigation Office 
of the West -German Federal Criminal Police ("Sicherungsgruppe of 
the Bundeskriminalamt" ) , by sponsoring a limited tour for him to 
the West Coast and one or two mid-wes t*rn cities. The exact 
itinerary is not known at this time. wever, more than likely 
Dr. BRUECKNER will fly unescorted from Washington, D. C., to the 
San Francisco, Berkley, and Los Angeles area. It is planned 

that he will be met there and escorted by a CIA official already 
on the West Coast. This official will accompany Dr. BRUECKNER 
possibly to Chicago, Illinois , and on to Detroit, Michigan, to 
visit a large industrial establishment, after which he will return 
by air unescorted from Detroit to Washington, D. C. At that time 
it is planned to spend several days with him in conferences and 
discussions of the Otto JOHN case which Dr. BRUECKNER is 
investigating for the BKA in Germany. 

3. Background : Dr. Ernst BRUECKNER, Chief of the Security- 

Investigation Office of the West-German Federal Criminal Police, 
will visit the United States for the purpose of coordinating with 
the United States Secret Service (Mr. ROWLEY) on the measures 
necessary to safeguard the German Chancellor, Conrad ADENAUER, on 
his forthcoming visit here on or about 25 October 195*+. When this 
assignment is completed, Dr. BRUECKNER will have a few days free 
time to undertake the desired tour, (complying with Dr. BRUECKNER 1 s 
expressed wishes in this connection will be of considere-ble 
advantage to CIA not only because he is being cultivated as a 
source on the progress of the investigation of the Otto JOHN case 
hut also because of his hign potential as a source of CE and 
general intelligence information. The relative importance of 
BRUECKNER* s organization in Germany is expected to increase, 
especially since the recent debacle in the Office for the 
Protection of the Constitution. BRUECKNER* s importance is further 

- enhanced by the fact that ZIPPER has an excellent working 
relationship with him and is in favor of the proposed tour. 

BRUECKNER* s superiors also approve.

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5. Objectives : 

a) To provide /f personal entertainment and professional edification 
calculated to impress Dr, BRUECKNER and to gain his good will . 
and that of his office on a long-term basis. 

b) To provide an opportunity for Headquarters Intelligence Officers 
to discuss the Otto JOHN case with Dr. BRUECKNER in person 
locally, with all the advantages that that inplies for close 
coordination. 

c) Possibly to arrange briefings and discussions for Dr. BRUECKNER 
by CIA staff specialists on such matters as Communism, 

Communist Party Operations, and the RIS. 

6 m Targets : The immediate target of this operation is to secure all 

possible information on the BKA investigation in Germany of the 
Otto JOHN case. Furthermore, to encourage and assure his future 
cooperation in the field in Cl/CE matters. 

7 • Personnel : 

a) Dr. Ernst BRUECKNER, bom 9 December 1909# Magdeburg, Germany, 

. is* a citizen of Germany, and presently is the Chief of the 
Security -Investigation Office of the Criminal Police 
("Sicherungsgruppe of the Bundeskriminalamt" ) . Prior to World 
War II subject was States -Attorney in Germany. In WW II he 
served as an anti -Aire raft officer (1st Lt.); was captured by 
the Allies at Remagen; served as prisoner-interpreter in 
Cherbourg and Le Mans; returned to be discharged at Nuremberg, 
where he was re -arrested, interned, and again released. He 
resumed his career as States -Attorney in 1946 in Itzehoe, 
Schleswig-Holstein; is married, and has a fifteen-year old son. 
No disqualifying or derogatory information against him has 
been uncovered.

8. Operational and/or Security Clearance : Provisional and full 

operational clearance have been requested of STC/SPB, and informal 
coordination indicates that 3TC will make this a special case. All 
indications are that clearance will be granted in time, as 
questionable or derogatory information on Dr. BRUECKNER has not 
been found. It should be noted that it is not proposed to introduce 
Dr. BRUECKNER to sensitive operations of the Agency and that such 
classified natters as will be discussed with him concerning the 
JOHN case are matters with which he is as conversant as our own 
staff and on which he possibly has more complete information on a 
number of aspects. 
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9* Cover : Dr. BRUECKNER will be coining to the United States in his 

official capacity as a German police official to act as escort and 
bodyguard for Chancellor ADENAUER. It is felt that subject will be 
able to use the same story on the West Coast with the explanation 
that he was extending his visit to allow him to use this opportunity 
to be com* more familiar with the United States. (It is noted that 
Dr. BRUECKNER has expressed the wish tcf become more familiar with 
United States police procedures and methods. According to 
BONN 2072 (IN 1224-9) subject would like to visit Berkley, California, 
where he is acquainted with the police chief who visited him in 
early 1954.) 

10. Contact and Communi cat ions : In Germany subject has overt telephone 

numbers at which he can be reached and, if necessary, special 
telephone numbers can be provided. In the United States it is 
planned to establish contact with Dr. BRUECKNER either through 
"Mr. ROWIEY" of the U. S. Secret Service or direct contact may 

be established through Q jf who is personally 

acquainted with subject. — J 

11. Control and Motivation : We have good reason to believe that subject 

is friendly to the basic ideals of the West and loyal to the West 
German Federal Republic, favorably disposed toward the United States. 
In view of the fact that subject is respected in influential 
quarters in Germany which are, in turn, to some extent dependent 

on our good will, he is well aware that we could, if so disposed, 
at least considerably impede his progress and hamper his career. 

In the absence of derogatory information against him, no stronger 
control is available. Subject is assessed to be of a high order 
of intelligence, liberal-minded and cooperative. 

12. Equipment and Other Support : Funds for travel, entertainment, 

and lodging will have to be provided. 

13. Coordination : Coordination will be with the United States 

Secret Service, 3TC , and the Special Security Division of the 
Office of Security as needed when subjects specific plans and 
wishes have been ascertained in detail. ♦ 

14. Timetable : According to the information now at hand, subject 

will arrive in the United States on 20 October 1954- to make 
preparations for the Chancellor's arrival on 25 October 1954. 

It is believed that the Chancellor expects to leave the United 
States on or about 28 October 1954, at which time subject should 
be ready, to leave for the West Coast. It Is expected that he 
probably will return to Germany on or about 8 November 1954.
